It is the opinion of some eminent geographers, 
that India, ander the name of Tershish, was 
known in the days of Solomon, sad celebrated 
as the land of spices, gold, and precious stones, 
bat, whether it be the Tarshish of the ancients or 
not, it has for a long time been justly regarded 
with great interest. Here, vast and powerful 
empires have suecessive!y sp ung ap and flourish- 
od, while Europe was in a state of barbarism — 
Long before Christianity shed its light epon the 
world, India was the land of science and the arts. 
At the present time, however, its prominent cha- 
racteriatics are ignorance, poverty, and supersti- 
tion. 
It is not my parpose to direct your attention 
to the whole of India, but only to that portion of 
it usually denominated Hindustan, or India with- 
im the Ganges. This is a large peninsula, pro 
jeoting into the Indian Ocean, South-West of the 





The family in this engraving are in the usual 
Hindu costume, ‘The dress of the male consists 
of two pieces of eptten cloth, each containing 
about two yards. The one, called the dhotec, is 
girt about the loins and extends to the ankles — 
The other, called the chadder, is worn over the 
shoulders. The dress of the female is called a 
saree, amd consists of « single pices of cloth of 
from four to seven yards. One end of this piece 
is wrapped around the loins, the width reaching 
to the feet ; the other is gracefully thrown around 
the shoulders. In some parts of the country, it 
also covers the bead. The children wear no 
clothing until they are from five to eight 
years of age; but they are frequently decorated 
with ornaments and jewels of considerable 
value. 

The food of this people, with but few excep- 
tions, is vegetable. The use of animal food is 
denied them by their religion, unless the animals 
be first sacrificed to some idol. At their meals, 
they use neither tables, chairs, knives, forks, nor 
spoons. They sit upon the floor, and put the 
food inte the mouth with the Gagers of the right 
head. They take their drink from a brass cup, 
whieh they never touch with the lips, bat pour

Most of the Hindu dwellings are rade buts, like 
the one in the engraving. The usual size is about 
eighteen feet long and twelve wide. The walls 
are built of mad, and the roof is thatched with 
‘straw or with the leaves of the palm. In cities, 
bowever, aad in large villages, to prevent damage 
by fire, tiles are used instead of thatch. The 
cost of such dwellings varies from five to twenty 
dollars, according to the size and manner of 
finish. About one house in « thousand is beilt 
of durable ‘materials, such as brick or stone. In 
cities they may be found from two to tour stories 
high. These have fiat roofs, and are built around 
a court or open spree im the centre. In some 
houses, the court is very large, and is decorated 
with fountains, trees, and flowering shrubs. Most 
of the windows open into the court. As Hinda 
dwellings have few or no windows towards the 
street, they appear very much like prisons; aad, 
im some respects, they are prisons; for within 
their walls the females are incarcerated for life. 
Such is the jealousy of their hasbands, that they 
are never to be seen in the streets or in any pab- 
lic assembly.
